ly called "the Guv'nor" by the prin- 
ces and princesses, and it is hardly 
likely that he raised any objection. 
Inasmuch as be himaelf has liberal- 
ly bestowed nicknames upon bis most 
intimate friends.

At one time in his frolicsome boy- 
hood the Prince of Wales was known 
to the royal famtly and his fellow 
midshipmen at Sprats, snd at a later 
period he had the nickname of The 
Pickle forced upon him.
